Pistol Found Beside Revenue Man 
Apparently Dropped by Assail- 
ant in Orlando, Fla.

ORLANDO, Fla., March 3. — 
Frank K. Bartholomew, 52-year-old 
Deputy Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue, was shot to death on a nar- 
row iron stairway outside the Fed- 
eral Building here today. Deputy 
Marshall Howard Brown said Bar- 
tholomew was killed by a pistol 
bullet which entered the left side 
of his head. 

“I doubt there is any chance 
that it was suicide,” Brown de- 
clared. .

Krestinsky, who yesterday stood 
alone among hi. 20 co-defendnats 
and declared his innocence of trea- 
son, today pleaded “completely 
guilty of all crimes” charged 
against him in Moscow’s greatest 
treason trial. 

Krestinsky’s change of plea came 
suddenly and unexpectedly at the 
night session of the second day of 
the trial, which is before a Mili- 
tary Collegium of the Supreme 
Court. 

“Yesterday under an impression 
of shame and owing to illness I 
said not guilty instead of guilty,” 
he said. 

Thus for the second successive 
day, Krestinsky, former AmbDassa-

These pay- 
ments, the board said, amounted 
to a return of interest and princi- 
pal on his $42,000 and involved no 
insurance risk, regardless of how 
long Morss lived.

LINER BERENGARIA’S LOUNGE 
SWEPT BY $10,000 FIRE 


Blaze at Dock Drives Passengers 
to Upper Decks; One Fireman 
Slightly Hurt.

NEW YORK, March 3,—Fire of 
undetermined origin swept the first- 
class lounge of the Cunard liner 
Berengaria early today, causing 
damage which firemen estimated 
at more than $10,000.

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EXPANSION APPROVED 


House Committee Favors Pro- 
gram Covering a Period 
of Fears. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3. — The 
House Naval Affairs Committee ap- 
proved legislation today to author- 
ize a $1,113,546,000 expansion of the 
navy, over a period of years. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, announced the committee 
voted, 20 to 3, in favor of the bill. 

Before acting finally on the meas- 
ure which would add 46 combatant 
ships to the fleet, 22 auxiliary ves- 
sels and 950 planes, the committee 
adopted an amendment by Vinson 
declaring a policy of non-aggres- 
sion for the navy. 

The amendment also would com- 
mit the United States to maintain- 
ing a fleet strong enough to protect 
both the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts from simultaneous attack. 

As finally approved, the navy 
bill would authorize construction of 
three battleships, two aircraft car- 
riers, nine cruisers, 23 destroyers 
and nine submarines at an estimat- 
ed cost of $731,095,000. 

The auxiliary vessels authorized, 
meluding five destroyer tenders, 
three submarine tenders, 11 sea- 
plane tenders and three repair 
ships, would cost $246,451,000. 

The estimated cost of the 950 
planes was $106,000,000. 

The bill also authorised a $30, 
000,000 fund for naval experimen- 
tation. Of this amount, the com- 
mittee earmarked $3,000,000 for 
construction of a dirigible to re- 
place the decommissioned Los An- 
geles; $5,000,000 for development of 
small, swift “mystery” ships and 
$7,000,000 for testing new bombs, 
torpedoes and aircraft.

Viadimir I. Ivanov, deposed . 
of the Soviet timber industry, tes-

He said that since 1934 he had 
spied for the British intelligence 
service on orders of Bukharin’s 
rightest center. The lumber con- 
cessions were to be granted to 
British firms, Ivanov said, under 
plans drawn by his predecessor, 
Lobov. 

Ivanov also told of the plot to 
kill Lenin. In 1918, he said, Buk- 
harin talked about “removing 
Lenin.” 

“How?” asked Vishinsky. 

“Up to physical destruction,” 
Ivanov answered. 


Ivanov, who held office up to a 
few months ago, told his judges he 
was a former Czarist informer who 
joined the Bolshevists as provoca- 
ter. He became a Czarist secret 
police informer, he said, as 
a high school student at Tula at 
the age of 17 and later as a medi- 
eal student in Moscow, spying in 
both places on striking fellow stu- 
dents. He joined the Bolshevist 
party in 1914 on orders of his 
Czarist chief. 

“Like a crow smelling carrion I 
joined the Left Communists,” Iv- 
anov testified. The Left Commun- 
ists were led by Bukharin. 

As Bukharin organized opposition 
within the Communist party, in- 
cluding bands to murder Lenin, 
Ivanov went along with the Buk- 
harin program, he said. 

“Guilty of Worst Crimes.” 

“I was guilty of the worst crimes 
as a member of the Rightist bloc,” 
was Ivanov’s opening remark when 
he began his testimony. He said 
he was “ready to reveal all my 
crimes and those of others.” 

He said another defendant, A. P. 
Rosengoltz, then commissar for 
foreign trade, “sold Soviet lumber 
to England at a tremendous loss 
to prove the Bukharin center had 
power,” the witness testified. It 
was a sort of deposit on account.” 

Ivanov testified that when he 
was Communist party secretary in 
the Archangel region in 1934, Buk- 
harin instructed him to organize 
rebel groups to facilitate seizure of 
that region by the British. 


He said that information had

She and Clark had gone. riding, 
she said, with no intention of get- 
ting married, but taking with them 
a marriage license they had ob- 
tained June 27 in St. Louis. The 
ficense expired three months later, 
or Sept. 27, and it was after mid- 
night, on the morning of Sept. 28, 
when the marriage ceremony was 
performed, Miss Morland testified. 

Hart and Clark discussed the dat- 
ing of the marriage certificate, she 
said, and Hart said it would be 
dated Sept. 27, because the license 
expired after that day. 

Miss Morland said when she and 
Clark obtained the license they had 
intended to be married July 1, but 
that she had changed her mind and 
decided not to marry him. She ob- 
tained the annulment in the St.

“Plastered”—Wed at 5 A. M. 

A pert blonde, who said she was 
Elsie Wilcox, 19, 3854 Weber road, 
Luxemberg, testified she was mar- 
ried by Hart to Clemens Etter at 5 
a. m. Oct. 13, after a night of mak- 
ing the rounds of taverns and that 
at the time of the ceremony “I 
was really plastered—I mean tight.” 

She did not recall entering Hart’s 
place, she testified, but did recall 
standing before him and hearing 
him say “I pronounce you man and 
wife.” 

Somebody suggested she and Et- 
ter get married while they were 
drinking in a tavern, she said. Et- 
ter, who is 25' years old and resides 
at 5700 Heege. road, Gardenville, 
testified they went to Hart’s place 
about 3:45 a. m.

Two Big Projects Considered. 

Two major undertakings in St. 
Louis may be started, the director 
said, as soon as the city’s share is 
provided, They are sewer and side- 
walk congtruction proposals, city- 
wide in scope, which would create 
work for 1254 men for 10 months 
at a total cost of $1,270,000. The 
city’s part of the cost, about $555,- 
000, is to be raised by assessments 
against property owners benefiting 
by the improvements, Greathouse 
said.

for Government Put on 
Probation — Defendant’s 
Brother Freed. 


Joe Feigenbutz, who didn’t learn 
his lesson when he landed in pris- 
on for two years for his prohibi- 
tion-era activities as a “big-shot” 
moonshiner and bootlegger, is go- 
ing back again to a Federal peni- 
tehtiary for three years for contin- 
uing operation as a moonshiner un- 
der repeal. 

A jury in United States District 
Judge John Caskie Collett’s. court 
yesterday found him guilty on the 
first ballot of conspiracy to set up 
and operate unlicensed stills and to 
defraud the Government of the $2- 
a-gallon liquor tax. Feigenbutz an- 
nounced he would not appeal, plead- 
ed guilty to a second charge of il- 
legal possession of mash and a 
still, and asked to be sentenced im- 
mediately. In addition to the pris- 
on sentence, he was fined $100. 

Three More Sentenced. 

Three remaining co-defendants of 
Feigenbutz, who had pleaded guilty 
of conspiracy before the trial, then 
pleaded guilty of the possession 
charge and were sentenced. John 
Misch, a $20-aweek still operator 
for Joe, and the chief Government 
witness against him, was sentenced 
to five years imprisonment. and 
fined $100, then placed on proba- 
tion for five years. 

Gus Buttici and Willie Jones, Ne- 
gro, who attempted to help Feigen- 
butz by testifying for him that 
Misch and not Feigenbutz hired 
them to work at a still at 1014 Rus- 
sell avenue, were sentenced to 
serve two years each and were 
find $100. 

/Judge Collet suggested to Assistant 
District Attorney Arthur A. Hapke 
that he make a thorough investiga- 
tion of perjury in the case, Point- 
ing out the conflicting testimony of 
Misch for the Government and But- 
tici and Jones for the defense, the 
Judge said: 

“Without a doubt there has been 
willful falsification of testimony in 
this case. It must be understood 
that a witness cannot come into 
Federal Court and willfully per- 
jure himself.” 

Judge Collet then asked the de- 
fendants if any of them wanted to 
change his story. Misch, Buttici 
and Jones all insisted they had 
told the truth. 

Feigenbutz, who also was a Re- 
publican ward-heeler, professional 
bondsman and South Broadway 
night-club proprietor while he car- 
ried on his moonshining, did not 
testify. 

Brother Released. 

Feigenbutz’s brother, Henry, who 
was a co-defendant on the conspir- 
acy charge, was freed by Judge 
Collet, who sustained a demurrer 
as to him at the end of the Gov- 
ernment's case,” In -testifying that 
Joe Feigenbutz hired him to build 
and run the still on Russell boule~ 
vard, Misch did not mention Henry. 
Another indictmerit charging Joe 
and Henry with possession of a 
still and mash at 1808 Chouteau av- 
enue was dismissed by the Gov- 
ernment with leave to reinstate. 

The stills were operated in July 
and August, 1936, while Joe was 
free on parole after having served 
half of the two-year sentence im- 
posed on him in 1932 as the head of 
a syndicate: that operated 10 stills. 
In September, 1936, Joe was re- 
turned to Leavenworth penitentiary 
to serve the rest of his sentence 
for violating his parole by not pay- 
ing a $5000 fine, and Misch con- 
tinued to operate the Russell boule- 
yard still for a month before Fed- 
eral agents seized it and the Chou- 
teau avenue still in raids,

Not only does Bradley usually 
have one or more entries but 
they have nearly always been real 
threats. Four of them have won.

On one occasion 
Bradley’s horses won the Derby 
twice in succession. 

He put across his greatest sur- 
prise in 1933 when Don Meade, 
now several years in disgrace for 
unnamed offenses which caused 
his disbarment from the turf, 
piloted Broker’s Tip to first place 
in that fighting finish with Jock- 
ey Fisher on Head Play.

Bradley Lost His Trainer 

A FEW MONTHS AGO the Mas- 
ter of Idle Hour lost his trainer, 
“Derby” Thompson through 
death and that probably influ- 
enced him to remain out of the 
classic which his name for so 
many years has helped make fa- 
mous. 

Bradley produced two Derby 
winners among the last eight, 
but their class was not unusual.

This year the class of the three- 
year-olds at New Orleans does 
not augur the development of a 
potential Kentucky Derby win- 
ner, on performances to the pres- 
ent time. One of the good ones 
is Spillway. He has been work- 
ing well and his breeding is good: 
Cohort-Rail On, by On Watch, 
He ig eligible for the Kentucky 
Derby, too. If he wins the Louis- 
dana they will be labeling this 
event the “Brown Derby,” likely. 
At any rate he is owned by Joe 
E. Brown.

Service Held at Church for Piti 
Fascist and War Veteran Organizations 
March Behind Body. 


By the Associated Press. 

GARDONE RIVIERA, Italy. 
March 3.—Church services for the 
poet-warrior, Gabriele d’Annunzio, 
were held today. 

Throughout the night the body 
had lain in state in the courtyard 
outside Vittoriale, d’Annunzio’s 
villa. In the light of candles and 
flares, hundreus of mourners, 
many of them from abroad, filed 
past the bier. 

D’Annunzio’s widow, the Princess 
of Monte Nevoso, arrived from 
Paris soon after nightfall and 
knelt by the body for nearly three 
hours. 

-Bonfires lighted the hills sur- 
rounding Vittoriale, in accordance 
with the rite which d’Annunzio de- 
creed in commemoration of his 
companions in arms who died in 
the march on Fiume in Fascism’s 
early days. 

Many priests, kneeling in the 
court, recited prayers for the dead 
throughout the night. 

Soon after dawn, Premier Mus- 
solini returned from Brescia, where 
he had spent the night, and 

watched as the body was placed 
in a simple oak casket without dec- 
oration.

J. C. Hormel Tells Senators 
Abolishing Hourly Scale 
Has Greatly Increased 
Efficiency.

WASHINGTON, March 3. — A 
plan for paying wages on a yearly 
basis instead of by the hour, 80 
that employers may share with la- 
bor the burden of seasonal idleness, 
was recommended today to the 
Sénate Committee on Unemploy- 
ment and Relief by Jay C. Hormel, 
president of the Hormel & Co., meat 
packers, of Austin, Minn. This sys- 
tem, he related, has been for three 
years in successful operation at his 
plant. 

Assured of a long-time income 
$1.75 per week in excess of the 
average wage in the industry as a 
whole, 2373 workmen have bought 
more automobiles and built more 
houses than ever before, the wit- 
ness declared. He stated that sev- 
eral other packing establishments 
are seriously studying the scheme. 

Hormel explained that his com- 
pany is able more or less accurate- 
ly to’ forecast what its next year’s 
business volume will be, and from 
this figure proceeds to budget out 
the work among a given number 
of employes on a basis of 52 weeks 
of 40 hours each, minus a week’s 
paid vacation and from one to 
three weeks paid sick leave. Then 
a contract is given to each work- 


52 equal pay checks, which totaled, 

last year, an average of $1500. The 

plant is unionized under the Com- 

mittee for Industrial Organization. 
How System Works Out. 

If a man completes his allotted 


job for the week in 35 instead of 


40 hours, said the witness, his pay 
remains the same, and he has five 
hours of additional leisure. No 
track is kept, for payroll purposes, 
of hours consumed, but only of 
volume of work turned out. The 
result, said Hormel, has been a vol- 
untary stepping up of speed and 
efficiency averaging 20 per cent. 
It was found at the end of the first 
year that one department had ex- 
ceeded its allotment of labor by 25 
per cent. Therefore a system of 
bonuses was added, so that some 
employes received 64 instead of 52 
pay checks for the year. 

“Some years ago,” recounted Hor- 
mel, “we brought in an efficiency 
expert. He suggested that we could 
make considerable payroll savings 
if we would calculate wages on a 
basis of one-tenth of an hour, or 
six minutes, instead of by the hour. 
That worried me, and I got to won- 
dering who started this hourly busi- 
ness, anyhow. I decided it was 
chiseling employers who wanted to 
pass on to their workmen full re- 
sponsibility for seasonal fluctua- 
tions of employment. 

Remark by Employe. 

“We had started a new depart- 
ment, manufacturing canned chick- 
en. For a time it sold like hot 
cakes, and then suddenly stopped. 
We had to discharge a number of 
men. One of them said: ‘You can't 
do this to me. Why, you wouldn't 
turn a horse out into the street!’ 
It occurred to me that we didn’t 
lay off our officers and directors 
in slack times, and that it would 
only be fair to give our men. the 
same break. This was the begin- 
ning of the so-called ‘Hormel! 
plan.“

ROPER ANALYZES LETTERS 


FROM SMALL BUSINESS MEN 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Small 
business men don’t mind listening 
to President Roosevelt, but they 
want “deep silence from Washing- 
ton underlings,” Secretary of Com- 
merce Roper told the White House 
yesterday. 

He said many of the persons who 
wrote 1900 letters which he 
analyzed for the President resented 
the alleged interference of minor 
officials. 

Roper reported the letters in- 
cluded criticisms of Social Security 
taxes, undistributed profits taxes, 
the Labor Relations Act, foreign 
trade agreements, bankers and 
chain stores. He said 30 business 
men complained about Social Se- 
curity taxes to six who complained 
about income taxes, Several sug- 
gested that employes bear all Social 
Security taxes or that employers’ 
taxes be based on profits instead 
of payrolls.

HERBERT HOOVER IN VIENNA 
GIVEN AN HONORARY DEGREE 


Technical University Makes Former 
U. S. President Doctor of 
Technical Sciences.

VIENNA, March 3. — Former 
President Herbert Hoover of the 
United States received from Vien- 
na Technical University today the 
henorary degree of doctor of tech- 
nical sciences, an honor seldom 
awarded.

i A LIGHT SENTENCE FOR NIEMOELLER. 

For crimes.of such enormity as those of which 
he was originally accused, the Rev. Martin Niemoel- 
ler has received an exceedingly light sentence. 

The charges against the courageous Protestant pas- 
tor when he went on trial early last month were tan- 
tamount to treason: malicious attacks upon the Nazi 
Government; disparaging leaders of the Reich; mis- 
use of the pulpit; arousing the populace to civil dis- 
Obedience; authorship of seditious documents. The 
penalty could have been death. Lesser figures in 
Germany’s religious war have been sentenced to 10 
years or longer in prisons and concentration camps. 
That the charges against Niemoeller were reduced 
and that his punishment was fixed at seven months’ 
imprisonment (already served) and-a $600 fine indi- 
cates how formidable the movement he led had be- 
come. . 

If the Nazi Reich were actually all-powerful and 
wholly united, as Hitler boasts, there would have 
been no scruple about removing this opponent for- 
ever from the scene. It was out of respect for Nie- 
moeller’s influence among the people and the size 
and weight of his following that the court tempered 
totalitarian “justice” with discretion. 

Niemoeller has not retracted a word of his elo- 
quent sermons against the regimentation of religion. 
Instead, the Nazi state has been compelled to back 
down, both in modifying the charges and in impos- 
ing a sentence lighter than that visited upon many 
mere complainers and rumor-mongers. The result 
increases the pastor’s influence among his followers, 
and makes him a world figure among the historic 
number who have dared speak out their convictions 
in the face of tyranny. 
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BERRY’S MARBLE. 

In a report sweeping and definite in its terms, a 
Federal commission, appointed by United States Dis- 
trict Judge George Taylor, holds that the marble 
properties of Senator George L. Berry and his asso- 
ciates in the Norris Dam area are “commercially 
worthless” and that the owners “have failed to prove 
that they are entitled to any award.“ 

Senator Berry and associates had produced evi- 
dence attempting to show that the marble was worth 
from $1,500,000 to $87,000,000, and, in their argu- 
ments, claimed not less than $5,000,000. But the 
evidence was waved aside by the commission as 
“highlix speculative,” while the opposing evidence 
offered by T V A, which defended the Government 
against the claim, was very “positive, clear and di- 
rect.” 

The Berry claim has been regarded in many quar- 
ters with more than a modicum of skepticism ever 
since it was made, and the commission's report re- 
flects so gravely upon it as to call for further in- 
vestigation into the origin and purpose of the leases 
made by Berry and his business friends. 

If the claim is so lacking in merit as the com- 
mission makes it out to be, certainly mere denial 
of the claim should not be the last official action in 
connection with it.

The first chairman, Thomas H. Rogers, made a 
serious effort to administer the affairs of the board 
in accordance with the epirit and principles of civil 
service.

Since that time, the Efficiency Board has done lit- 
tle more than draw its pay. The device which the 
politicians began to use in those first years was 
promptly developed into the means for giving spoils 
politics the upper hand. For, strange as it may seem, 
the very article of the City Charter which provides 
for the Efficiency Board also contains a section nul- 
lifying whatever practical value it might otherwise 
have. We quote from Section 7: 

Suspension, discharge, reduction in rank or 
pay.— The appointing officer may suspend or dis- 
charge or reduce in rank or compensation any 
officer or employe under him, with or without 
cause. 

In other words, the most efficient city employe 
has no security whatever under the Charter. The 
Mayor and his advisers decide to make a clean-out 
of employes whose service dates to an earlier ad- 
ministration and out they go— for the good of the 
service.” The leaders at the City Hall find the time 
has come to quell the rise of factionalism and there 
is a purge—“for the good of the service.” 

What happened when the Dickmann administra- 
tion came into office is well known. Mr. Dickmann’s 
predecessors had at least been somewhat discreet in 
their floutings of the idea of civil service.

Kurt Schuschnigg’s speech. The Czech 

crowd, listening intensely to the broad- 
cast in a big cafe, enthusiastically cheered 
the Austrian Chancellor when he had fin- 
ished. Afterward, among the hurrying 
throngs in windy Wenceslas square, people 
hailed one another to comment on the “good 
news” from Vienna. 

There is something pathetic’ and paradox- 
ical in the relief and satisfaction felt here 
because Dr. Schuschnigg forcibly underlined 
the pledge of Austrian independence that 
Chancellor Hitler of Germany conspicuously 
omitted from his speech of Feb. 20. 

This unusual enthusiasm among a stolid 
people shows how deeply perturbed they 
are. They do not stop to ask how it hap- 
pens, if the Austrian leader is confident he 
has made the last concession to Germany, 
that he was not confident enough to refuse 
any concessions at all. They simply clutch 
at what straws of comfort they can draw 
from his firm statement that the settlement 
he made marks the limit—“Up to here and 
no further.” 

The paradox lies in the readiness of the 
Czechs to believe their own cause is helped 
by this affirmation of “the invulnerable 
freedom and independence of the Austrian 
Fatherland.” The world is upside down 
when this country, not long ago so sure of 
its position as victor, looks for reassurance 
to twice-vanquished Vienna. 

— * * 

The mind goes back a dozen years or so 
to when this reporter interviewed the late 
Mgr. Ignaz Seipel, then. Austrian Chancel- 
lor, on his return from a trip to Prague. 
Austria was in a desperate plight at the 
time, and Mgr. Seipel had gone begging for 
help, Afterward, Czechoslovakia did partici- 
pate in a loan to her desperate neighbor, 
but that day the Chancellor came back dis- 
hearteried by his chilly reception in the 
cocky capital of the heir to the empire. 

In the shadow of Hitler, Prague and Vi- 
enna have recently drawn together. Dr. 
Schuschnigg and Dr. Milan Hodza, the 
Czech Premier, a remarkable man who, in 
background and experience, is the Danubian 
federation in person, are close friends and 
in frequent consultation. The thing is that 
this co-operation, like every constructive 
move in Europe, began too late, 

“One day, perhaps, we shall find that we 
need each other,” was Chancellor Seipel’s 
sad comment after his fruitless mission. 

But there is a stranger paradox. [If 
Prague is encouraged by a sign that all 
is not lost in Austria, the atmosphere is also 
lightened by what has happened in London. 

In a crisis that at any moment may be- 
come acute, the tone and tempo of life here, 
instead of being keyed up, are actually 
keyed down, muted. The Government is 
bending backward in an effort to avoid 
trouble. * 

President Eduard Benes declares that this 
country will not, by word or gesture, give 
the least excuse for intervention or com- 
plaint, People are almost as careful about 
criticising Germany as in a dictatorship 
they are cautious of criticising their own 


government, 


This country, remember, is almost the cre- 
ation of the League of Nations, No states- 
man in Europe has played a more promi- 
nent role in Geneva than Dr. Benes. No 
nation has as much reason to hold fast to 
the principle of collective security. It has 
depended so much on this system, rein- 
forced by a system of alliances that are 
also weakened, that it has worried less than 
it should about making terms with its neigh- 
bors, with the result that, with the new 
exception of Austria, Czechoslovakia is now 
surrounded by enemies. 

Yet conversations with members of the 
Government reveal genera] relief at the ini- 
tiative taken by Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain of Britain. 

“In principle, I am with Mr. Eden,” is a 
typical comment. As a believer in the 
League and what it stands for, I am on his 
side of the controversy. But as a Czech, in 
a tight place, thinking of the immediate in- 
terests of my country, I am all for the 
speediest possible understanding between 
Britain and Italy. P 

“Since we are reverting to the balance-of- 
power system, the states in this neighbor- 
hood must favor any move that weights the 
balance for us instead of against us. Don't 
forget that the concessions. made by the 
great Powers to each other tend to reduce 
the pressure on us.”

Dr. Strayer’s Contention. 

In his speech, Dr. Strayer had 
said: 

“If this movement develops suf- 
ficient strength, we may find our- 
selves in the not distant future 
committed to a program which will 
deny to the people the control of 
their schools.” 

Dr. Francis M. Crowley, profes- 
sor of education at Fordham Uni- 
versity, a Catholic institution, said 
Dr. Strayer’s contention was “un- 
tenable” in a prepared statement. 
The statement was not delivered 
on the floor. Dr. Crowley said: 

“The schools would not benefit 
from Federal aid nor free transpor- 
tation, textbooks and medical ser- 
vices,” Dr. Crowley’ said. “Rerent 
court decisions . . clearly indicate 
that such aid is provided of equal- 
ity before the law, which requires 
that no child shall be discriminated 

nst. 

“It is only beclouding the issue 
to state that there is a clear viola- 
tion of the principle of separation 
of church and state. There are so 
many religious and denominations 
in this country that a church-state 
relationship which would give dom- 
inant right to any religious group 
would be utterly impossible.” 

Constitutional Barriers. 

Dr. Strayer said 43 states now 
had constitutions prohibiting use of 
public funds for private or sectar- 
ian schools. 

“The members of our profession, 
whatever their religious affiliation, 
may well consider the danger of 
thus removing the schools from the 
control of the people. The failure 
to maintain the separaton of 
church and state is fraught with 
grave consequences to all of us.“ 

He said the Catholic Church and 
several Protestant groups had cam- 
paigned for use of public funds in 
support of denominational . schools 
in the past few years. There was 
great need for religious instruction 
of children, he said, but “this ob- 
ligation should be met by the home 


and by the church.“

COMPLETELY MODERN. 


Best Approved Equipment 
Known to Medical Science 
Used at Fulton. 


By the Associated Press. 

FULTON, Mo., March 3. — The 
new units at the State Hospital 
here, designed for modern and im- 
proved treatment of patients, are 
practically all in operation now or 
will be opened soon, W. Ed Jame- 
son, president of the State Blee 
Mmosynary Board, announces. In- 
stead of the old “insane asylum,” 


up-to-date buildings and facilities 
are to be provided for treating pa- 
tients with the most approved 
equipment known to medical sei- 
ence, 

The general hospital in Fulton is 
now open, and the top floor of this 
building, eqvipped with,deep ther- 
apy and surgical appointments, will 
be used for the care and treat- 
ment of cancer patients until the 
hew cancer hospital at Columbia 
is completed. 

The new buildings in Fulton were 
erected with funds derived from 
the $10,000,000 State bond issue with 
assistance of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and was a part of the build- 
ing program that has been carried 
out under the direction of the 
Eleemosynary Board the last sev- 
eral years. 

Facilities that have been provid- 
ed at the Fulton hospital, all of a 
nature to class them as the last 
word in hospital treatment, will be 
provided also shortly at the St. Jo- 
seph, Nevada and Farmington hos- 
pitals, Jameson said. Arrange- 
ments have been made to treat 
private patients in these units upon 
payment of a reasonable fee. 

The new general hospital here 
will be equipped to treat about 
2000 patients and in the building 
are two complete divisions. 

The violent patients will be espe- 
cially treated and it is ip this de- 
partment where long since the 
methods of former years have been 
eliminated. Large bathtubs, in 
which patients are kept for several 
hours at a time in water that has 
been heated to 100 degrees, are a 
special feature of this department.

Each 
member is an expert with a fine 
sense. of what makes for quality 
in tea. One is a representative of 
the Federal Government, the other 
six are from the tea trade. At the 
meeting last month the board se- 
lected ten types of tea as standards 
for all tea imported to the United 
States for the year beginning May, 


1938. 
The same Federal act that sets up 


this tea board also provides for 
inspectors at the principal ports 
of entry for tea into this country. 
These inspectors test by taste and 
for purity, samples of all tea im-

So effective has become this pro- 
gram of tea inspection that very 
little has to be rejected each year. 
For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1937, this amounted to less than 
one-tenth of one per cent of the 
total tea examined. The chief rea- 


| gon for this small percentage of re- 


jected tea is that tea importers and 
shippers see to it that their tea 
meets Government standards before 
sending it to the United States. 

Last year the total tea imports 
of the United States were the sec 
ond largest since 1929. This was 
more than 91,500,000 pounds of tea, 
‘classified under about 40 different 
designations referring to varieties 
or geographical names. 

Three Tea Groups. 

Since all the tea in this country 
is imported, the shopper may rest 
assured that any tea she buys is 
pure and wholesome. It has passed 
the minimum Government stan- 
dards for cup quality and purity. 

But the wise shopper will want 
tea that is something more. She'll 
want it to have flavor and odor ap- 
pealing to her taste. About the 
only way to make sure of this is to 
try various kinds of tea. 

All teas are classified into three 
general divisions—the black or fully 
fermented; the green or unferment- 
ed; and the oolong or semi-ferment- 


ed. Usualy the tea drinker pre- 


fers one of these kinds. There is a 
noticeable difference in the flavor 
and aroma of each. 

Most popular of all in the United 
States are the black or fully-fer- 
mented teas. Last year these made 
up three-fourths of all our imports. 
Black tea has gone through a 


process of fermentation during its 


manufacture. During this process 
certain chemical changes take 
place that mellow the flavor of the 
tea and darken the leaves. Most of 
our black teas come from Ceylon, 
India, Java, Sumatra, Formosa, 
China, and Japan. 

Some black teas are graded ac- 
cording to leaf sizes. After pick- 
ing, the leaves are separated into 
five grades: Flowery Orange Pekoe, 
Orange Pekoe, Pekoe, Pekoe Sou- 
chong, and Souchong. Flower Or- 
ange Pekoe is made up of the most 
tender leaves taken from the tip 
end of the tea plant. Souchong 
represents the coarsest leaf used 
for tea. These terms do not have 
any specific reference to the cup 
quality of tea, nor do they indicate 
that the scent or flavor of oranges 
is present. 

Next to black teas, the green or 
unfermented teas are most numer- 
ous in the United States. These 
come to us chiefly from China and 
Japan. Green teas have a sharp- 
er, more astringent taste than 
black ones. 

Oolong tea, or the semi-fermented 
type resembles a blend of black and 
green tea. It comes mostly from 
the Island of Formosa and from 
China. Oolongs are in-betweens 
in flavor as well as color. 

Many tea companies put up 
blends of tea adapted to the tastes 
of the groups they serve. These 
companies hire experts to keep the 
brands the same from year to year,

In Treating High 


Blood Pressure 


Groups Meet Under Direc- 
tion of Doctor to Practice 
Relaxation.

HAVE before me the report of a 

method ot managing high blood 

pressure that could profitably 
be used by many people with this 
condition. It consists in forming 
classes of patients with high blood 
pressure who meet once or twice a 
week and under the direction of a 
physician or nurse, practice vari- 
ous methods of relaxation and 
psychological treatment. 

The trouble with the treatment 
of “high blood pressure in most 
cases is 80 it does not depend 
on any cular form of treat- 
ment, but upon a rearrangement 
of the patient’s entire life, and 
most people in middle age are not 
able to rearrange their own lives 
without help and encouragement 
from others. * 

In these hypertension classes in 
Boston the only requirement for 
membership is high blood pressure. 
The purpose is to present and to 
train these individuals in a pro- 
gram.of living which will enable 
them to live consistently at the op- 
timal level of well being which is 
possible for them. 

The ‘three forms of treatment 
consist in medical care, psycho- 
therapy and diet. 

Medical care consists in all meth- 
ods of treatment that are available 
in the clinic. It may be the treat- 
ment of complications such as vari- 
cose veins, diabetes, sinus trouble 
in the nose, but the fact that the 
class meets in the hospital makes 
it easier for these treatments to be 
carried out. 

The diet which is used consists 
of potatoes, baked and eaten with 
the skin intact; dark bread and 
butter, milk, apples and other fresh 
fruits. This Spartan but, on the 
whole, well balanced and economic 
fare, is varied at times and the pa- 
tients are allowed to go on lapses 
on holidays or when they go out to 
dinner with friends and do not wish 
to appear to be eccentric. 

The use of suggestion and psy- 
cho-therapy is very important. In 
the class progressive relaxation is 
practiced. This was introduced to 
the public in a book by Dr. Jacob- 
son in 1934, called “You Must Re- 
lax.” At lass meeting they 
havea to 10-minute relaxation 
period in which all the muscles of 
the body are successively put into 
the state of voluntary relaxation. 
The patients are taught to relax in 
class and then practice it once, 
twice or three times daily during 
the week. 

A very important part of the 
class treatment is the use of sug- 
gestion, which is accomplished by 
the giving of testimony by the old- 
er members. The success of those 
who have been practicing the meth- 
od of treatment used in the class 
is a powerful factor in starting the 
new members off in the proper 
spirit of optimism and earnest at- 
tention to rules. 

The aim of the treatment is not 
to reduce blood pressure, and peo- 
ple who start to do that are usu- 
ally pursuing an impossible task. 
The aim is to allow these patients 
to attain an optimal level of well 
being.

RAMATIC courses in Webster 

Groves High School have over- 

flowed the class rooms. Over- 
flowed not into additional class 
rooms, but into and on the stage 
of a Little Theater, with such suc- 
cess that the Little Theater is be- 
ginning to overflow with more than 
capacity audiences... When a Little 
Theater turns away people it’s a 
pretty good sign the cast is not very 
amateurish, even if it is composed 
of high school pupils; especially 
when the seating capacity of 244 
has been augmented by 150 chairs 
placed in aisles and rear, and 50 or 
60 would-be spectators cannot be 
accommodated, 
That is what happened at the last 
two performances—of Robert Sher- 
wood’s “The Petrified Forest”—at 
the Webster Groves High School 
Little Theater. And there were 
five performances in all, each draw- 
ing at least capacity, so it is small 
wonder the theater, producing six 
plays a school term, boasts not only 
success, but a profit. Besides which, 
it has frequently had highly favor- 
able mention in national theater 
publications. 
Another point is that the audi- 
ence pays to see the plays, even 
though students or their parents. 
It is made up largely of neither stu- 
dents nor parents, but of outsiders 
interested in little theaters or anx- 
ious to see the plays. For the plays 
are always “big time” and not in- 
frequently, as with “The Petrified 
Forest,” the first stage appearance 
in this area. Only when Shakes- 
peare is presented, as it will be next 
toward the end of March! do stu- 
dents predominate in the audience. 
Students are, however, practically 
the entire theater, for the idea is 
to train them in every phase, not 
merely in acting. The producer and 
director is a member of the faculty. 
He is Eugene Wood, head of the 
school dramatics department. Oc- 
casionally he is assisted by other 
teachers in stage designing and 
building, makeup and management. 
But business and publicity manag- 
ers, electricians, house and prop- 
erty managers are students enrolled 
in the senior and junior dramatics 
courses, and like cast members re- 
ceive credit toward graduation for 
their work. Sets, lighting, cos- 
tumes, makeup are all planned by 
the pupils, who are allowed to carry 
out their own collective ideas so far 
as possible, under the advice of the 
teachers. 


The Little Theater group usually 
includes about 60 members, ranging 
from 16 to 18 years old, although 
sometimes when younger players 
are needed for a cast they are 
selected from less advanced classes, 
and even from the grade schools. 
Everyone enrolled in advanced dra- 
matics appears in at least one play 
during the theater season, which 
starts toward the end of October 
and ends in May. Sometimes, when 
particular aptitude is shown, a stu- 
dent will be given a part in two 
plays, although it is rarely that any 
is cast in more than that. Plays 
are spaced about six weeks apart 
at the beginning of the season, as 
it is a bit difficult to get the new 
group organized and working to- 
gether, but in the spring sometimes

only two weeks elapses. Perform- 
ances of a single play are given on 
consecutive nights. 90 
Rehearsal is gomg on all the time 
between the plays, Wood explained, 
although the actual cast may not 
have been selected. Dramatic stu- 
dents spend their time about the 
theater reading the play selected by 
Wood, talking about it, and trying 
out for the parts. Wood watches 
them closely during that time, and 
then chooses the players who seem 
best suited for various parts and 
who have the characterization best 
in hand. After that memorization 
starts and costumes are arranged. 
* * 
N OSTUMES are worked out as 
Cart of the production activities 
of the Little Theater, and after 
the designs are decided on, some 
are made at the school, but some 
are turned over for completion to 
a professional costume designer. 


Stage settings also are gone over 


and discussed until the group finds 
an arrangement to its satisfaction, 
and then prepared at the school. 
Since a portion of the materials for 
the productions can be requisitioned 
from the School Board as part of 
the regular school work, a consid- 
erable expense is saved thereby, 

However, the business manager 
has plenty of financial problems 
besides that, for there are pro- 
grams, additional stage material, 
advertising and similar expenses, 
to say nothing of royalties for the 
use of the plays. For production 
by a school the royalties are lower 
than they would be on a larger 
scale, but they do run from $100 to 
$125 for a six nights’ run, Lighting 
is another important factor, as some 
plays require complicated effects 
and even though the work is done 
by students, it is costly. 

“The past few years, though, we 
have been operating at a small 
profit,“ Wood explained, which en- 
ables us to plan more extensive pro- 
ductions and to keep ahead. For 
several years now we have been 
staging six plays a school year and 
drawing capacity audiences which, 
ot course, helps the budget. But

of the class go into Little Theater 
to make the most of the individual 
show and are very serious about 
the work. Since it is not merely for 
their own entertainment or for their 
fellow students, but for people who 
are paying admission, it is not hard 
to get them to feel they have a 
duty to their audiences and so put 
themselves earnestly into their 
parts. That in itself is a good 
character developer. 

“They also develop poise and a 
sense of confidence in doing some-

Perfect Child 7 
Does Not Exist 
And Never Has 


No Youngster Grows Up 
Without Causing His 
People Some Worry.

VERYBODY longs for the per- 
E fect child. The one who never 

makes any trouble; who charms 
all he meets with his beauty and in- 
telligence and his gifts; who never 
makes serious mistakes, never 
comes to grief, but is always happy 
and successful. 

There is no such child. There 
never ha; been and there never will 
be. Every child born into this 
world brings trouble along with 
him and meets plenty. The combi- 
nation is something to keep a fam- 
ily alive and working hard for 20 
years. And usually the family likes. 
it, in the end. 

No child has ever grown up 
without giving his people sleepless 
nights and anxious days. No child 
ever grew to maturity without ex- 
periences, illness, mistaken behav- 
ior, failures of one kind or another. 
The child who looks so sweet and 
clean and good is known to his 
mother on occasions as anything 
but. Nobody, no matter how loud- 
ly they praise their child, has 
perfect one. I doubt that anybody 
would enjoy him if he had him, but 
there never will be any first-hand 
knowledge on that score, so We 
need not dwell upon it. 

How good can a child be? As 
good as he can be without giving 
you a smart answer. His goodness 
is relative. Relative to his own 
power, to what is expected of him, 
to what he might do under the 
best conditions. What is good for 
one child may not be passing fair 
for another. One child’s best may 
fall far short of another’s best, and 
one child’s failure might be a stic-. 
cess for another. The child’s abil- 
ity and opportunity and background. 
have to be considered. A child is 
good when he does the best he can, 

That is not a clear, free state- 
ment, either. How do you know 
he is living up to his best? Tou. 
can only guess on the basis of: 
what he has done before. The 
more opportunities he has had to 
do his best the closer to his true 
measure you can come. If a child- 
lives in a family where he is nagged, 
or teased, or frightened, or ridl-. 
culed, or driven, will not be doing. 
his best. He cannot work in an at. 
mosphere of that sort. He cannot 
be good under such pressure be- 
cause he cannot be himself. He is 
a prisoner of force. He does not 
improve. 

It is never easy to understand 4 
child. He may be doing his noble 
best, may be about his father’s 
business, and we not see it. He 
may be closer to perfection than we. 
dream of, while we are fretting and. 
fuming to get him to be good, to 
learn from us how to be wise. f
